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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) 
because reference character "50" has been used to designate both indexer and grinding 
wheel. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The replacement 
sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 

1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not 
accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required 
corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held 
in abeyance. 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(b) because they are 
incomplete. 37 CFR 1 .83(b) reads as follows: 

When the invention consists of an improvement on an old machine the drawing must when possible 
exhibit, in one or more views, the improved portion itself, disconnected from the old structure, and also 
in another view, so much only of the old structure as will suffice to show the connection of the invention 
therewith. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing 
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figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement 
sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and 
appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings 
for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled 
"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1.84(c)) so as not to obstruct 
any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 
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5. Claim 60 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Junker 
(USPN 5,807,164). Junker discloses an apparatus for positioning a member 6 having a 
segment 10 of a developed surface, the apparatus including a positioning fixture 1 
contacting the segment 10 at only two points to position and retain the member 6 in the 
apparatus (note Fig.1, col. 2, line 59 to col. 3, line 55). 

6. Claim 66 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Thurman et 
al (USPN 5,379,554). Thurman et al discloses a contact for retaining a rotor 18 in 
respect to an arbor 26, the rotor 18 having non-circular external developed surface with 
at least two segments 34 and 36 with valley 38 therebetween, the segments having a 
valley radius and an end surface, the contact comprising a nut 50 being smaller than the 
valley radius of the rotor 18 and being in contact with the end surface of the rotor 18 to 
retain it in respect to the arbor 26 (note Fig. 1 , 2, col. 2, lines 4-51 ). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 24-57, 59 and 62-65 are allowed. 

8. Claim 61 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

9. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: prior art of record considered as a whole alone or in combination neither 
anticipates nor renders obvious, a location means to locate and retain one segment of 
the developed surface with a positioning roll connected to a movable clamp, in 
combination with the rest of the limitations in claims 24, 25, 29, 30, 38, 39 and 51 ; prior 
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art of record considered as a whole alone or in combination neither anticipates nor 
renders obvious, engagement means to engage a fixture with the segment at only two 
points in a direction substantially perpendicular to a line through the two points to retain 
the member in respect to the grinding wheel, in combination with the rest of the 
limitations in claim 56 and 59; prior art of record considered as a whole alone or in 
combination neither anticipates nor renders obvious, a positioning fixture including a roll 
contacting the segment at only two points, a size of the roll greater than a size of the 
segment, in combination with the rest of the limitations in claims 62 and 65. 

Response to Arguments 

1 0. Applicant's arguments filed on 7 May 2004 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. Applicant indicates that applicant has modified the designation of 
the grinding wheel to "40" in both the specification and drawings, however, the 
modification has not been submitted. In response to applicant's argument that the 
present invention disclosed two positioning rolls engage the outer surface apart in order 
to contact and retain a part in an operative position, claim 60 does not recite any 
positioning roll. Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 66 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
